Simmons, was sworn in as the’ 


City’s new Chief of. Police by 
City Clerk, Patt George,, in cere- 
monies taking place in the City 
Hall Council Chambers, last Fri- 
day morning. Police Commission- 
er, George Hein, presented the 
new Chief with his official badge, 
and Mayor Lewis Howell gave 
him a copy of the City Ordinance, 
signed by the Council, officially 
appointing him to the position. 

The Chief, a native of San 
Francisco, graduated from El 
Cerrito High School in 1951, and 
attended San Jose State Univers- 
ity for a year before serving two 
years in Germany, with the Army 
Signal Corps. 

He returned. home in 1955 to 
marry the former Lee Ann Shep- 
herd of El Cerrito and Los An- 
geles, and moved to Albany the 
same year. 

Simmons joined the Albany Po- 
lice Reserves in 1957 and was ap- 
pointed a probationary patrolman 
in 1959, becoming a permanent 
patrolman the following year.

Aibany Physician Has Faith In 
“Worthless' Cancer Treatment 


Although the U.S. 
Drug Administration, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the 
American Cancer Society, and 
many state health departments 
have classified Laetrile as 
“worthless” in the treatment of 
cancer, several thousand Ameri- 
cans (many given no chance of 
survival following ‘‘orthodox” 
and legal cancer treatments) are 
still alive and claiming beneficial 
results from its use, Dr. 
Richardson of Albany told

guests last week. 

“We are not allowed to think 
or discuss the idea that cancer 
might be caused by a vitamin de- 
ficiency,’ the doctor commented. 
“We are only allowed to think it 
might be caused by a virus, mer- 
cury or tobacco. And, although 
legislation agrees that Laetrile, 
or B17 as we call it, is a great, 
non-toxic vitamin and metabolic 


agent—it is not recommended for 
cancer patients.” 
The physician, who uses Laet- 


rile as part of his mega-vitamin 
treatment, believes that an in- 
formed patient and ‘his responsi- 
bile physician should be free to 
select whichever treatment they 
desire. 

“Tt is inhumane not to give 
B17 to cancer patients. They de- 
serve to have all the vitamins 
they need,” he said as he went 
on to explain that, in his opinion, 
cancer is a metabolic disease, a

vitamin deficiency, just like 
scurvy, pernicious anemia and 
rickets. 


Stating that B17 is to cancer 
what vitamin C is to scurvy, the 
doctor reminded his audience 
that at one time pellagra had 
been diagnosed as a virus-caused 
disease in the South, until the 
problem was solved by adding ni- 
acin to the Southerner’s diet. 

“How can the government say 


it is making progress with can-| 


cer, when—according to statistics 
—there is only a 74% percent sur- 
vival rate for those stricken with 
the 100 known forms of cancer?” 


the Rotary Club guest speaker

Dr. Richardson, who was ar- 


rested last year and charged with 
violating the California State 
Health Code by providing Laet- 
rile to cancer patients, was re- 
cently granted a reversal of the 
charge by the Appellate Depart- 
ment of the Alameda County Su 
perior Court. 

However, his loyal supporters, 
along with the Committee for 
Freedom of Choice in Cancer 
Therapy, hope that the case will 
be- continued ‘so that all the facts 
can be brought before the public 
in an open courtroom. 

In the past, the FDA has de- 
clined to prosecute, the Commit- 
tee said, so there was no oppor- 
tunity for a doctor to clear the 
record for his patients, himself or 
the controversial Laetrile. Once

Organizations — Pollution Recommend Je 


The Albany City Council went 
on record at Monday night's 
meeting as not being in favor of 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency's recommended regula- 
tions concerning ways cities can 
meet the standards set forth by 
the Agency with respect to air 
pollution in the Bay Area. 

“T think they’re taking the 
wrong approach,” said Mayor 
Lewis Howell, “You can’t stop ev- 
erything until everyone has mass 
transit—you'll be putting too 
many people out of wor! 

Under the recommended plan 
to get people out of their automo- 
biles, cities would: limit gas con- 
sumption to 1972-73 levels, set 
forth special lanes on major 
streets for buses and/or car 
pool cars, reduce all available off- 
street parking by 20 percent by 
April 1975, ban additional off- 
street parking facilities in down- 
town areas and reduce auto use 
by 84 percent by the imposition 
of various controls over the next 
four years. 

After going on record oppos- 
ing these regulations, the Council 
instructed that letters be sent to 
all area legislators explaining 
their position, 

Mayor Howell also informed 
the audience at Monday night's 
meeting that Councilman Joe 
Carlevaro was in Albany Hospit- 
al, where he was recovering from 
minor surgery.

In summing up the problems 
that result in fires, Capt. Ray 
Gonzalves of the Albany Fire 
Prevention Bureau, says: ‘“Hu- 
man failure contributes greatly 
to the cause and spread of fire— 
failure to recognize hazards and 
take adequate preventive meas- 
ures, failure to act intelligently 
at the discovery of a fire, and 
failure to take the action that 
would limit the fire. 

These failures, Capt. Gonzalves 
continues, can only be dealt with 
through education, and in emph- 
asizing the major gaps in every- 
day knowledge and practice he 
gives the following hints on how 
to prevent a fire, and what to do 
if you become involved in a fire: 


BEFORE A FIRE STARTS— 
Remove all trash, and stored 
items that have outlived their 
usefulness, particularly from the 
vicinity of furnaces and heaters, 
and from hallways and exit areas. 
Exercise care in the use of elec- 
| tricity—do not overload outlets, 
|have cracked or frayed cords re- 
placed, and have all electrical 


trician. 

Do not store gasoline or flam- 
}mable cleaners in glass contain- 
ers, and do not store more flam- 
mable liquid on hand than you 
| need. Dispose of oily rags, or 
| rags with polish or flammable li- 
| quid on them, by placing them in 
an outside garbage can.

Have escape plans from every 
area of your ‘home and discuss 
these plans with evevy member) 
of your family, Sleep with your 
bedroom doors closed — iu the 
event of a fire you will gain pre- 


cious minutes to escape. 


Clothing afire is a prelude to 
tragedy — so be sure to buy gar- 
ments that meet flammability 
standards and exer¢ise extra care 
with smoking materials, such as 
matches, ete. 


AFTER A FIRE STARTS: 


Evacuate the family immedi- 
ately if you see, smell or hear 
any hint of a fire or escaping 
gas. Do not compound a tragedy 
by attempting to rescue anyone 
through a gauntlet of flames or 
thick smoke — call your local 
fire department immediately. Do 
not attempt to extinguish the fire 
unless it is confined to a small 
area and your extinguishing 
equipment is equal to the task. 


If clothing is ignited, roll your- 
self or the person involved over 
and over on the ground or floor 
until the fire is out. 


Before opening a door, when 
you suspect fire in another part 
of the building — feel the door 
with the palm of your hand. If 
it is hot —do not open it, but 
summon aid quickly. If smoke is 
| pouring out under the door, stuff 
,bedding or clothing into the 
crack and go to a window and 
await rescue if there is no other 
way out. 


In a smoke situation, keep low 
—gases, smoke and air heated by 
fire rise, therefore the safest area 


is a floor level. Cover your mouth ; 
and nose with a damp cloth, if} 
possible. Don’t assume that air 
in a fire is safe to breathe — it 
could contain carbon monoxide, 
which, before it kills you, affects 


escape.
